An agreed judgment was entered 
in the United States District Court 
Tuesday morning befbre Judge 
Walter Evans, in which Hettie Jane 
Dunaway, of Conway, Ark., agreed 
to pay the Century Company, of New 
York, a publishing concern, |260 and 
suspend further exhHiMMia of the 
play, 'The Heart of a WooMUt," upon 
which the suit was based. 

Action against Miss Dunaway was 
instituted in the Fa4«nU Cwtft yester- 
day whan the Canlwjr Company 
aske<l judgment of $2,500 and an in- 
junction lestrainiiig her from i;iviiig 
further exhibitions of the play, winch 
was claimed to be an iafriogiement of 
a copyright held by the plaintifT. 
The copyrighted novel was entitled 
"The l^dy of tlie Decoration," and 
it was claimed the play waa aa adap- 
tation of that work.

San Antonio, March 31.— After kill- 
ing every one of the 172 men In the 
garrison at Guerrero, Frinriseo Villa 
moved northward Wcdnesdav and is 
now somewhere he.i'lwaters 
of the Santa Maria river, according to 
unofllctal infornuition secured by Gen. 
Fimsfon last night. 

/\t the head of a eoiisideralile lorce, 
Villa was reportivi to he on the .^an 
Geronimo ranch or the 'Juemada 
ranch and troops of both the United 
States and M5;.\ii n were believed to 
be closing in on him. 

It has been learned that Villa nearly 
lost bis life a few days ago on the 
Corralitos ranch, a short distance from 
Dublan, where he tortured .ind put to 
death five Mexicans. One of his vic- 
tims leaped upon him and was strang- 
ling Villa when officers t)eat his 
ass;iilaiit senseless with the butts of 
their guns. 

.Mucio Polanco was the name of the 
Mexican who almost succeeded in 
eiiiliiig \'il!a's career. 

Ti.. , milder ol five inemhers of the 
Polancii i.imily was said to have been 
intended as a warning to other .Mexi- 
cans against having dealings with 
Americans. Investigation showed that 
the Polanco family was involved with 
no political faction in Mexico but the\ 
had a record of honesty and reliability 
in dealing with the American mana- 
gers of the rorralitos ranch, where 
they were born and reared. 
COULD NOTHND DAUGHTERS. 
When Villa, retreating fromColiim- 
bu.s, arrived atthe ranch, he h.id a 
list of all the Polaiicos, six men, the 
mother and two daughters. He seized 
the men and hunted for the daugh- 
ters, but the young women had been 
hidden so well that he never found 
them. 

To five of the men, Gregorio and 
his two sons, and Mucio and his one 
son, '.'ilia .siiid: "lam going to kill 
you because you are too American- 
i/ed. Vou are gringo lovera." 

But instead of killing them outright, 
\'illa had them partly stripped and 
then beaten with the flats of hea\ > 
swords. Mucio Polanco broke away 
from his captors and got one hand 
locked about Villa's throat before he 
was beaten off. Next Villa ordered 
the live stood up beneath a huge arch- 
way, where he told them he would 
hang them. Ropea were phced about 
their necks and they were jcrkeil into 
the air, but not permitted to die. Just 
when loss of consciousness ap^roac!.- 
ed they would be lowered to earth 
with demands that they reveal the 
hidi,;i.' pliice of horses s;iid tp be hid- 
den about the ranch. There were no 
horses, so far as investigation has dis- 
closed.

A wind, bitter 
cold, came out (jf the north and piltvi 
the snow in deep drifts. uncle 
of James Wincheeter who sallied out 
in the whirl of fhkes to herd some 
sheep in a distant pasture lost his 
way, and three days afterward a 
searchint; party found him dead ia a 
great drift There was no summet 
that year. Describing the terrible 
season, Mr. Winchester said: 

"The wind during June, July and 
Aocust of 1816 was eootinooualy 
from the north and it blew fiercely 
and cold. Farmers wore heavy 
overcoats and mittens while about 
their wm-k* every day during thoee 
montfu. Iliere was but little nee of 
plantinji anything; nothing grew to 
speak of, but they did plant corn as 
ufwd and planted with mittens on. 
• • * July wns coWer even than June, 
and August was colder than July. Ice 
half an inch thick formed in July, but 
in August it froze an inch and more. 
There waa a heavy snowatorm on 
August 30. The whole summer was 
as bleak an<l dreary as Novemt>er. 
There was not a green thing to be 
anywhere."
